Pursuant to regulation 32 of the Films, Videos, and Publications Classification Regulations 1994 the film 
poster entitled: 

Strange Sex In Strange Places 
is Not Approved 


if approval refused, the reasons for the decision: 

The back cover of the video slick depicts a full page close focus colour image of a female’s face, 
her mouth is partially open, saliva and/or semen is hanging from her lips and appears on her 
tongue. To the lower left of her face is an erect penis which appears positioned over a further 
female’s genitalia. 

Six colour photographs are superimposed over the full page image. One image presents what 
appears to be a female astride a male engaged in intercourse, a large pixel has been placed over 
the couples’ genitals. A second image depicts a male who appears to be holding open the 
female’s labia engaging in cunnilingus, a pixel has been placed over most of the female’s genitals. 
A third image presents two females who appear to be engaging in fellatio, a pixel has been placed 
over the male’s genitals however one female has her mouth clearly open. A fourth image presents 
a female on her back with her legs apart. A second female’s hands appear to be inserted into her 
vagina, a small pixel has been placed over the female’s vaginal area. A fifth image presents a 
close focus shot of a female who appears to be performing analingus, a small pixel has been 
placed over the right thigh and does not mask the activity depicted. The final image depicts a 
female astride a horse’s saddle, a pixel has been placed below the genital region. A small written 
caption, production credits and cast list also appears. 

The video slick degrades by presenting close focus images of semen and saliva dripping onto a 
female’s genitalia in close proximity to a penis, a female’s hands clearly inserted in a second 
female’s vagina, and close focus depictions of body parts some of which are obscured by pixels. 
The manner of the depictions divests the individuals of other human characteristics by reducing 
them to a collection of orifices for the benefit of the viewer. The images are presented in a 
voyeuristic manner. 

In consideration of the factors mentioned above, the Classification Office in accordance with 
Regulation 28(3)(a) of the Regulations considers that, if the video slick were submitted under 
section 13(1) of the Act to the Office for a decision on its classification, the video slick would be 
likely to be classified as objectionable, therefore the video slick is not approved.
